FILIPINOS DESTITUTE.
Storles Broung By Spanish
Prisoners Who Escaped.

From Manila—Amerioan I'rlsoners Are

MANILA, Sept. &.—Many Spanish
prisoners are escaping from the Fillpl.
nos and bringing Into the American
lines storles of hard treatment, They
ngree that the Flllpinos are exceeding-
ly short of rations and that a large see.
ton of thelr troops Is reduced to the
use of homemade black powder,

The nutlves are trying every scheme
to get food and munitions from Maniin,
Dally arrests are made for atlempis
to smuggle contraband of war through
the American lines.

The Insurgents have a wholesom» re-
spect for the British, on account of sry-

The Britlsh vessele, the Lacson and
the Nero, were driven by stregs of
weither into the harBor of Dingupan,
the northern terminus of the Dagupan
rallway.

REVIEW OF TRADE.

#radatseet’s Weekly Repert on the Oonm-
ditlon of Busingss.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2-—Bradstrects
says: With an exceptionally heavy
business already booked for the lat-
ter portion of the year the mercantile
community faces the trade situation
with confidence, testified to by very
generally firm prices and with quo-
tations in o number of lines showing
further marked advances. The most
conspleuous exception to this s found
In cereals, which are weak and declin.
ing, Lower prices for wheat, corn and
oata point to speculative liguldation
of tired holders, who, with confidence In
the future of prices, have weakened
under unsatisfactory foreign demand,
larger receipts and the near approach
of expected heavier crop movements.
Corn crop prospeocts, though less rosy,
stlll point to a full yleld. Cotton, too,
has wenkened slightly, chiefly because
of adtlces of ralns at the South,
though Texas crop adviees are still
unsatisfuctory, and storles of perma-
nent damage are fortheoming.

With these exceptlons, most staples
are elther firnily held or evince declded
progress upward, notable In this lat-
ter respect belng fron and steel of all
kinds, but particularly plg iron, which
now ls the center of trade Interest,
owlng to heavy demand, particularly
for founfiry grades, at advancing
prices. Trade reports would seem to
Indicate that a good part of the pro-
duetive capacity of the country is al.
:%dy engaged for the first half of
August witnessed a general galn in
the prices of cotton and woolen goods,
evidently the outcome of active demand,
Judging from reports from leading
clties,

Scarcity of materlal and backward
